ON STERLING 


Hold Stabilization of Dol- 
lar on Gold Out of 
Question

NEW YORK, Oct, 10,—The history 
of the United States dollar off the 
gold standard is rapidly reaching « 
point where its future will depend in 
a large measure upon the course of 
the pound sterling, according to one 
school of thought among Wall Street, 
monetary experts 

They hold that any stabilization 
of the dollar on gold is out of the 
question without an agreement with 
the British as to the ratio at whieh 
they propose to stabilize sterling 

At the same time, it is argued 
that any further lifting of the com- 


| modity price level in this country 


through depreciation of the dollar 
against foreign currencies would 
probably have to be through depre- 
ciation against sterling, rather than 


| the gold, 


HINGED TO STERLING 


It is pointed out some 40 curren- 
cies are hinged to sterling, form- 
ing the most important currency 
bloc in world trade, and having the 
greatest influence on world price 
levels, While the dollar has de- 
clined further in relation to the 
gold-standard currencies since July, 
the sterling currencies have de- 
clined with it since that time, and 
the decline of the dollar has ceased, 
evidently, to lift the price level in 
the United States 

The British monetary authorities 


have appeared determmined that 
the pound shall nto advance above 


its old parity with the dollar of 
$4 86%, and it has been hinted in 
London that any effort to put the 
dollar above that level must re- 
sult either in a depreciation war 
between the dollar and the pound, 
or a sharp lifting of tariffs against 
American goods in Great Britain 
and possibly other countries in the 
sterling area, | 

At the same time, some groups,

OTTAWA’S CHOICE 

Premier Brownlee explains that Ed- 
monton’s application for a Dominion loan 
was cut down from $500,000 to $300,000 
because the latter sym was thought to be 
about all that was justified under prevail- 
ing conditions. Even $300,000 was difficult 
to obtain, since if the federal treasury ad- 
vanced relief money to one city it would 
have to advance money to others. 

Undoubiedly. But can the Dominion 
Government tell the cities where they are 
to get money if not from the federal treas- 
ury; or how they are to carry on and meet 
their share of relief costs if they cannot 
get it? If the cities can't get money 
they will have to stop granting relief. 

If Ottawa wants to find itself con- 
fronted with the whole problem of taking 
eare of the unemployed, there is no surer 
way to bring that about than to be nig- 
gardly in advancing relief money to the 
cities. The cities have imperilled their 
financial positions and jeopardized their 
taxpayers to provide one-third of the cost 
of giving relief to their unfortunate resi- 
dents. It is impossible for them to borrow 
in the open market except on ruinous 
terms. 

Ottawa may as well make up its mind 
to supply the cities with relief money or 
get ready to take over the whole burden of 
providing relief.

CHAMBERLAIN’S 

“POINTS” 

Mr. Chamberlain, Britain’s chancellor 
of the exchequer, says good times will re- 
turn to the world when wholesale prices 
have been raised, when excessive trade 
barriers have been removed or lowered, 
when an international money standard has 
been established, and when international 
lending is resumed. 

It is to be hoped we do not have to wait 
until all these things have happened. If

THOSE BACK TAXES 

More than thirty-five hundred prop- 
erty-owners in Alberta have applied to 
have their tax arrears “consolidated,” 
under the legislation passed at last session 
of the legislature. It would be better for | 
the municipalities, and for property- 
owners as weil, if the number were thirty- 
five thousand. ‘ | 

There are easily that number of Al- | 
berta property-owners who were in ar- 
rears for one year or more on the first of 
January last. That is the qualifying con- 
dition that enables one to apply for con- 
solidation. More would likely have applied 
if the terms were less severe. To secure 
this protection the applicant must pay his 
taxes for the current year, plus ten per 
cent of his arrears. Then he will receive 
a substantial discount on the balance ow- 
ing, and permission to pay this over a term 
of years, with no danger that his property 
will be confiscated if he keeps on paying. 


The thirty-five hundred represent that 
percentage of delinquents who were in po- 
sition to pay this year’s taxes plus ten per 
cent of their arrears, and who felt sure 
they would be able to keep up that rate of 
payment in future years. When times 
begin to get better more of those who have 
fallen behind will be able to comply with 
these payment terms. Applications for 
consolidation are likely to come in rapidly 
when conditions make a definite turn for 
the better. 


Meantime, if municipal councils are 
wise they will seize no property for arrears 
of taxes, even where the protection of this | 
legislation has not been sought. Most mu- 
nicipalities have more confiscated property 
on hand now than they know what to do 
with, and fewer taxpayers from whom 
they get money than they had in former 
years. Seizing more property would only 
make a bad situation worse.

Just a week ago today, when the Co-operative 
Commonwealih Federation (B.C. Section) met at 
the city of Victoria to draw up a platform which 
included the socialisation of all street car systems 
and other means of transportation, they had an im- 


mediate experience of their ideal—and it wasn't | 


so good. 

It happened in this way. On that date a big 
department store celebrated the founding of the 
business in the city of Victoria exactly sixty 
years before. The store executives wanted to let 
the public share in the jubilations, so they bought 
up the street car system for the day. From morn 
till night, the good burghers of Victoria with their 
wives and their children—were free to use the 
street cars and busses as much as they liked, with- 
out payment. 

And did they like it? It was all right until the 
schools let out. After that every street car and 
city bus was mobbed and packed by hordes of 
school children. Workingmen and women, anxious 
to get home after a days work. had to wait and 
wait—or else elbow their way through ‘he m 
of children. Business men and women from their 
offices got tired of waiting, so phoned home their 
excuses and sought out restaurants. They were 
glad when next day arrived and they could get 
their accustomed seat in return for the accustom- 
ed red ticket. 


This idea of having socialised street railway 
systems paid for out of the taxes, and everyone free 
to fight their way to a free seat, doesn’t work out 
as well as it sounds.

APPLES WHOLESOME FRUIT 

Apples are often mentioned in popular sayings, 
as for example, “An apple a day keeps the doctor 
away.” Of an especially choice object we say. 
“It is the apple of his cye,” and a clean housewife 
keeps things in “apple-pie order.” It is only nat- 

ural that the apple should be- 
come khown in familiar pro- 
verbs as it is widely used and 
liked by nearly everyone. North 
America is the greatest apple 
country in the world; over one 
hundred million barrels are 
preducea each year and the 
apple crop is a very valuable 
one. 

This fruit is an everyday 
friend and when eaten before 
bedtime has earned the repu- 
tation of being a gentle regu- 
lator. Those wh> wish to over- 

Or. F. McCoy come a mild constipation find 
that eating two or three apples will bring good 
results. Apples are classed as sub-acid fruits, con- 
tain 10 to 15% sugar and are especially rich in the 
mineral elements needed to build hegithy blood. 

In today’s article I am going to discuss some 
of the different varieties. Some kinds are best 
for baking, some best for eating, some best for 
applesauce and some are good for both eating and 
cooking.| By knowing which ones to buy for the 
purpose for which you are going to use them, you 
will obtain the most satisfactory results. 

The Baldwin is possibly the most popular apple 
of them all, especially with those who grow apples 
for their own use, This apple is very good for 
both eating and cooking and if you are looking 
for an apple for both purposes, you will be well 
satisfied. It has a bright red peel, crisp, juicy flesh 
of a yellow tint and the acid content is low. 

The Northern Spy is well-liked by many who 
insist it is the finest winter apple. Handsomely 
colored, the skin is a striped red and may carry 
rich red patches. The apples are large and casy 
to pare as the skin is thin and smooth. Good for 
both cooking and eating raw. 

The Winesap is a well-known favorite having 
been used for a long time. It is relished as an 
eating apple, but cooks fairly well. A deep red in 
color, with a glossy shine, its flesh is hard and 
yellow. The Yellow Newton had the honor of be- 
ing sent to Queen Victoria from Virginia. This 
apple was esteemed for cider during the time the 
country was being settled and is now recommend- 
The flesh is smooth 
and fine and the skin is a yellow, tinted with 
blush pink. 4 

The Roman Beauty is a juicy apple, almost 
white inside and red and yellow on the outside. 
Many chefs place it first for cooking. The flavor 
is splendid after baking. The Delicious is a mel- 
low eating apple which is one of the newer ones 
well-liked, but does not cook well. It is large in 
size, a deep rich red and yellow in color, the odor 
is tempting, the taste sweet.

Some other good varieties are the White Pearmain 
Stayman’s Winesap, Jonathan, Grimes Golden, 
Spitzenburg, Yellow Bellflower as well as many 
others. Over a thousand varieties of apples are 
known and from among them you should be able 
to find several which appeal to you. 

I would suggest that you use the apple as a 
meal either by itself or in combination with cheese, 
nuts, milk or the non-starchy vegetables. I do 
not consider it a good plan to add the apple to the 
ordinary meal unless it has first been baked or 
made into applesauce. 

In preparing applesauce, cook the apples very 
slowly without sugar in a heavy aluminum pan. 
The flavor is most delicious and the sauce may be 
used as dessert for dinner with the meat meal, or 
for breakfast. Baked apples should be cooked 
slowly and no sugar added. 

In giving fasts to children it will be found that 
they improve while on a fast using nothing but 
ripe apples. These may be taken three times a 
day, using all desired, or an apple or two may be 
eaten every two hours. Using apples in this way, 
the child does not miss his meals and feels satis- 
fied. 

In giving apples to your family, I would advise 
you to combine them as I have suggested, when 
you will find them highly beneficial. If improper- 
ly combined with other foods, both the value of 
the apple is likely to be lost and the digestion of 
the other foods may be hindered.

British Colambia's hope of sane 
reconstruction and the provision 
of work to ite enemployed ties in

Even Koosevelt’s “brain trust’ 
in the United States has been 
anticipated by the Liberals in 
British Columbia.

G. C. McGeer, K.C., Liberal candi-

An exhaustive but simply-phras- 
ed explanation of the banking 
“racket” is made by Mr. McGeer as 
he puts his case for a national 
banking system and details Liberal- 
ism’s plans for financing recovery 
from the national credit without

As an example of the operations 
of the “racket” he cites the Bur- 
rard Bridge, whose construction 
has put two million dollars into 
circulation through wages and 
materials but whose interest 
charges in the next forty years 
“take three dollars out of circula- 
tion for every one put in.”

As autumn deepens into winter 
and the mercury begins to sink, 
citizens start the seasonal grind of 
stoking furnaces and disposing of 


| rubbish in the attic, basement and 


back yard. Fire, one of the greatest 
destructive enemies of mankind is 
always 
Prevention Week, a national “make 
the homes safe from fire” period of 
seven days from October 8 to Oc- 
tober 15 every year. Fire pre- 


vention week has met the unquali- | 


fied support of civie and govern- 
ment leaders, cognizant of the stag- 
Bering losses Canada suffers each 
year at the hands of the Fire Fiend. 

Various organizations in the city 
are getting behind the movement to 
prevent fire losses. 

The fire report for the first nine 
months of the year is the lowest on 
recent record and Fire Chief Al- 
bert Dutton gives much of the 
credit to the educational campaign 
staged every year. 


HERE'S CHIEF'S RULES 

To get the record still lower he 
has summarized a_ set 
which if carried out to the letter 
will do much to drop t 

1, Clear all premises of rubbish 
old newspapers in the attic and 
basement and oily rags, the cause 
of spontaneous combustion 

2. Have chimneys cleaned and in- 
spected before the heavy winter 
stoking. 

3. Have heating appliances check- 


ed by experts of the apparatus has | 


been changed, 

4. Close down 
high winds 

5. Do not attempt any cleaning 
with gasoline or benzine or other 
highly inflamable fluids 

6. Learn the correct method of 
turning in a fire alarm and thereby 
save valuable minutes for the fire 
department. 

7. Do not smoke in bad and at all] 
times be sure cigarette and cigar 
stubs are dead. 

8 Do not throw away burning 
matches. 

9. Keep matches out of the reach 
of children. 


DISCONNECT APPLIANCES 


10. Always disconnect electrical 
2ppliances such as toasters and curl- 
ers. 

11. Have frequent inspections of 
wiring in the home 

12. Do not attempt any makeshift 


dampers during 


repairs to wiring, such as plugging 
fuses with coppers 
13. Use fire screen in front of 


open grate. 

14. When possible have fireproof 
doors to bedrooms 

15. Never start fires in stoves or 
furnaces with gasoline 

16. Keep gas jets away from open 
flames. 

15. Never lock small children in 
rooms. 

18. Call the department yearly to 
inspect fire escapes of buildings and 
the sprinkler systems 

19. During a fire, never rush from 
one room to another leaving the 
doors open to draft the fire. ° 

20. Before opening a door during 
a fire always feel the woodwork 
to determine the heat. Persons are 
killed instantly by gusts of hot air 
rushing from the high pressure area 


| around the fire to the low pressure 


area of a ventilated room 
Ignorance and foolhardiness are 
responsible for more fatalities dur- 
ing fires than any other factors 
Fire, a treacherous, lurking menace 
ready to take advantage of the 
slightest opportunities, should be 
regarded with the greatest respect 


| and care.

The bituminous field was the 
largest producer with a total of 
163,109 tons. Next in order was the 
domestic field with a total of 
97,212 tons.

Drumheller was the largest single 
producing area with a total of 38,109 
tons. Lethbridge was next with al 
total of 21,209 and the Edmonton 
field ran third with 13,175 tons.
